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New Woolwich 
library opens 
to follow Eltham 
success story

A BRAND new library and the 
ability to do your council business 
- that’s what will be available to 
residents when the new Woolwich 
Centre opens next month. 

The centre’s library will open first on 
Monday, July 4, followed by the service 
centre on Monday, July 18 - and it hasn’t 
cost you anything. 

The centre, following on from the 
success of the Eltham Centre, has been 
paid for by selling other buildings owned 
by the council, so it’s been zero cost to the 
taxpayer. 

The library is four times the size of the 
old building in Calderwood Street. It will 
be open six days a week and until 7pm on 
Mondays and Thursdays. 

Residents will be able to access a range 
of new facilities with library stock 
displayed on modern shelving designed 
to make it easier for users to find the item 
of their choice. 

Additional study areas will allow 
residents and visitors to make the most of 
facilities and there will be improved access 
to IT facilities with more than 100 new 
computers, including desktop computers, 
laptops and a new AppleMac suite.

The new centre will improve 
services by bringing them all 
under one roof - in the same 
mould as the Eltham Centre. 
The transfer of services will be 
phased in but most enquiries 
and transactions can now be 
dealt with by phone or via the 
council’s website - whether it’s 
paying council tax or parking 
charges, or finding your nearest 
children’s centre. But if you 
need to speak to someone 
face-to-face then the Woolwich 
Centre, or the Eltham Centre 
if it’s more convenient, will 
now be your first port of call. 
The new building has some 
top “green” credentials too, 
including insulation, natural 
ventilation and light. Others 
are: 

• Automatically controlled 
low energy lighting and 
motorised blinds 

• High efficiency boilers 


and an advanced building 
management control system 

• Water efficient fittings and 
rainwater harvesting; 

• Green/Brown roofs which 
will enhance the biodiversity 
of the area and provide 
additional insulation 

• Solar panels. 

Greenwich Council leader 
Chris Roberts told GT: 


“Next month will be a proud 
and memorable one for the 
borough with the opening 
of the Woolwich Centre. The 
Eltham Centre has been a 
fantastic success and I’m sure 
the Woolwich Centre will 
follow suit. 

“The forthcoming opening of 
the Woolwich Squares will add 
to the transformation of the 


town centre and engender a 
new sense of civic pride in the 
area.” 

• FROM July 18, council 
services at Riverside House, 
Crown Buildings and 145 
Powis Street will begin to 
move into the Woolwich 
Centre on a phased basis.

Festival fiesta 

Organisers of riverside showcase chosen 
to direct paralympic opening ceremony

ORGANISERS of the 
Greenwich+Docklands In- 
ternational Festival have 
been selected to direct the 
opening ceremony of the 
London 2012 Paralympic 
Games. 

London 2012 announced the 
appointment of the arts group 
as this year’s festival kicked 
off last Friday, June 24. 

The Greenwich-based 

charity will run the opening 
show with Graeae, a flagship 
disabled-led theatre company. 

Festival organisers were 
celebrating the news as they 
launched this year’s nine- 
day showcase of performing 
arts which runs until July 2. 
Each year the festival offers 
a free programme of outdoor 
entertainment including 
theatre, dance and music with 
the Thames as a backdrop. 

The event which uses 
Greenwich and Woolwich 
as venues is supported by 
Greenwich Council. 

GDIF’s appointment 

completes the selection 
of artistic directors for the 
London 2012 Ceremonies. 
It follows the appointment 
of Danny Boyle as artistic 
director of the London 2012 
Olympic Opening Ceremony 
and Kim Gavin as artistic 
director of both the Olympic 
and Paralympic Closing 
Ceremonies. 


They will all be supported by 
a team of executive producers 
who will oversee all four 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Opening and Closing 
Ceremonies. 

GDIF artistic director 
Bradley Hemmings spoke 
about his appointment in St 
Alfege Park on the set of The 
Iron Man, which received 
it’s London premiere in 
the Greenwich+Docklands 
Festival last Friday. 

He said: “I feel both excited 
and privileged to have the 
chance to work with artists 
and Paralympians on a 
Ceremony, which, perhaps 
uniquely, has the power to 


transform perceptions. 

“GDIF wishes to thank all 
funders, sponsors, venues, 
partners and volunteers who 
together help us to deliver our 
annual festival of free outdoor 
arts and spectacle.” 

Councillor Chris Roberts, 
Leader of Greenwich Council, 
said: “Bradley, together with 
his colleagues at Greenwich 
and Docklands Festival, has 
played a key role over many 
years in providing spectacular 
events in Greenwich’s open 
spaces. The annual Festival, 
which is run on behalf of 
Greenwich Council, has 
grown as an important part 
of the borough’s cultural 


heritage, with the arts playing 
an increasing role in the 
regeneration of the borough.

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Scrapped! 

Council shuts illegal waste 
yards in three homes

ILLEGAL scrap yards operating in 
three homes have been shut down by 
Greenwich Council. 

The properties in Plumstead and Abbey 
Wood were raided by council officers, 
working with police officers from 
the Abbey Wood and Glyndon Safer 
Neighbourhood Team, last week. 

The raids followed complaints by 
neighbours about scrap metal, which was 
being stored and broken up at all times 
of the day, and other rubbish which was 
dumped in and around the properties. 

Among the items being illegally handled 
were scrap metal, clothing, shoes and a 
wide variety of other waste. 

Council officers were also supported by 
a motorised police team from the South 
East London Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition Team. 

During the raids six vehicles were 
seized as evidence and six fines of £300 
have been issued to the vehicle owners. 
Notices were served on others to produce 
evidence of legal disposal of waste. 

Notices have also been served on the 
tenants of the properties requiring them 
to remove all of the waste currently on 
the premises. 

A local business is being investigated 
for permitting their waste to be disposed 
of illegally. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment 


and community safety said: “We are 
determined to protect our residents from 
these kinds of environmental offences. 
This action shows how we work in 
partnership with the police to keep our 
local communities clean and safe. 

“In this case we have acted in response 
to complaints from residents to take 
strong action against those who put their 
own self interest and profits ahead of the 
best interests of the wider community.” 

She added: “The Council offers a range 
of services and lots of practical advice 
for residents and businesses who wish to 
dispose of larger items of waste. Residents 
can take many unwanted items to the 
Council’s Reuse and Recycle Centre, and 
the vast majority of these services are 
free for Greenwich residents.” 

Council officers have given the following 
advice to businesses and residents to 
help them avoid acting illegally when 
disposing of their waste. 

If you give your waste to anyone to take 
away you have to ensure that they have 
a Waste Carriage Licence. They must 
provide you with a Waste Transfer Note 
which states what your waste is and 
where it will be disposed of. If your waste 
is found by Council Enforcement Officers 
and you cannot provide this paperwork 
then you could be liable for a £300 fine or 
could be prosecuted.

Council takes action 
against noisy neighbour 


TOUGHER penalties 
have been issued against 
an Eltham woman who 
plagued neighbours with 
loud music. 

Greenwich Council’s 
Noise Team has been 
granted a Criminal Anti 
Social Behaviour Order 
against Ms Tracey Webb 
of Gregory Crescent. 

Ms Webb made her 
neighbours’ lives a 
misery through regular 
loud music. She has 
now been banned by 
magistrates from playing 
amplified music, or 
allowing others to play 
music which is audible 
outside the premises 
where she lives. The 
order lasts for two years 
and if breached Ms Webb 
could be arrested. 

On June 16 she was also 


fined £200 with £165 
costs and £15 Victim 
surcharge, which helps 
support victims of 
crime, by Greenwich 
Magistrates. 

She was previously fined 
and had music equipment 
confiscated by Woolwich 
Magistrates in November 
last year. 

Councillor Maureen 
O’Mara, the Council’s 
cabinet member for 
environment and 
community safety said: 
“Every resident has 
the right to peace and 
quiet in their own home. 
The Council acts pro- 
actively in dealing with 
complaints of excessive 
noise and the severity 
of this case led us to 
also push for criminal 
action. This means that 


as well as the fine for 
her previous actions, Ms 
Webb’s neighbours will 
receive protection from 
future noise harassment. 
“Thankfully most people 
in Greenwich treat their 
neighbours with the 
respect they are due. 

Our message is that 
you do not have to 
suffer with sustained 
serious noise and if you 
have a problem with 
your neighbour, get in 
touch as the Council 
will always act against 
malicious and persistent 
offenders.”

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Fishy school meals help save the oceans 


THE meals served to children in 
Greenwich’s schools are helping to save 
the oceans - and that’s official. 

The school meals service has been 
praised for using only fish from 
sustainable stocks when it provides 
the 16,000 or so meals to the borough’s 
pupils and students each day. It has just 
been given accreditation by the Marine 
Stewardship Council, the international 
certification and eco-labelling 
programme for sustainable seafood. 

It also confirms that the fishing 
methods do not damage the 
environment, helping to ensure that 
the oceans will continue to provide 
fish to eat for many years to come, as 
well as good livelihoods for fishing 
communities. 


Fish is on the menu at least once a 
week in Greenwich schools, under 
guidelines from the School Food Trust, 
a national adviser to the Government 
on healthy school meals. The choice 
includes pollock, hoki and tuna - all 
sustainable fish. This policy is in line 
with Greenwich Council’s commitment 
to using local produce where it can, and 
food that is sourced responsibly. 

The news has been welcomed by 
Sustainable Fish City, an initiative to 
make London the first city in world 
where businesses, schools, hospitals, 
universities and citizens buy, sell and 
eat only sustainable fish.

Bishop opens rebuilt 
primary school

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PUPILS released 300 balloons 
to mark a new era at St 
Mary Magdalene CE Primary 
School. 

The school in Kingsman 
Street, Woolwich, was officially 
re-opened on Friday, June 17 after 
a £9.9 million rebuild. 

The state of the art, eco-friendly 
building will be able to take 450 
children and provide a two-form 
entry intake for each year group 
and nursery. 

The opening ceremony was 
carried out by the Bishop 
of Southwark, The Rt Rev 
Christopher Chessun, who 
unveiled a memorial plaque that 
will be set near the original plaque 
from the school’s first opening 
ceremony in early Victorian days. 

Staff and pupils alike are thrilled 
to be back in Woolwich after an 
18-month building programme. 

Pupils told GT of their excitement 
at their new surroundings. Ten- 
year-old Verona from Year 5 said: 
“It’s fantastic, I just can’t think 
of words to describe it.” And her 
friend Amy, aged nine, said: “I 
like the roof garden best because I 
love growing flowers, and we can 
do that there.” 

Headteacher Claire Harrison 
said: “It’s been tremendous 
having the opportunity to shape 
the environment in which the 
children will learn. 

“The building has so many great 
features. How many schools can 
offer a roof terrace with stunning 
views across the Thames, which 
children can use as an outdoor 
learning area? We all consider it 
a great honour and privilege to 
be moving into this fantastic new 
building, and we are delighted the 
children of Woolwich will be able to 
enjoy its benefits for years to come.” 


Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for children and 
young people, told GT: “This fully 
modern school is an excellent 
investment in our children’s 
future. It meets the extra demand 
for places while creating a superb 
learning environment. 

“The opening marks an exciting 
new era for St Mary Magdalene 
and its pupils, parents and staff. 
The new school buildings are a 
fitting addition to Woolwich as it 
continues to be revitalised ahead 
of its role as a venue in next year’s 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. “ 

Other guests at the opening 
ceremony were the Mayor and 
Mayoress of Greenwich, Cllr Jim 
Gillman and Cllr Janet Gillman, 
the Chair of Governors, the Rev 
Grahame Stephens, and the 
Director of Education for the 
Southwark Diocesan Board of 
Education, Barbara Lane. 

A school has stood on the site in 
the heart of Woolwich since 1840, 
but was demolished to make way 
for the new four-storey building 
that could take more children. 
Pupils and staff occupied a 
temporary site for nearly 18 
months at Shooters Hill Post 16 
Campus during building work.

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Thrills of the Greenwich Sportathon for childre

WIND and rain failed to compete with 
the excitement and enthusiasm of 600- 
plus children from 24 schools on the 
third day of the sixth annual Greenwich 
Sportathon last week. 

The electric atmosphere at the Royal Artillery 
Barracks field, Woolwich, was also enhanced 
by the attendance of two of the borough’s 
Olympic hopefuls Gemma Gibbons and David 
Bolarinwa - both supported by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks - not to mention Wenlock, one 
half of the London 2012 Olympic mascots. 

The sporting action comes just over a year 
ahead of Olympic and Paralympic athletes 
competing in the same place when they take 
part in the shooting and paralympic archery 
events at the London 2012 Games. 

Rain did have the final say, curtailing 
Wednesday’s action, but failed to stop Foxfield, 
St Thomas a Becket and Timbercroft qualifying 
for Friday’s final. 

GT made early contact with the Becket team, 
wondering if the Abbey Wood outfit could 
improve on last year’s third place overall. Well, 
they made the final and remained confident. 
Year 4 teacher Kirsty Knight said: “We were 
really pleased last year and are setting our 
sights even higher this year. We have 28 in our 
team and I think it’s very good for the children 
to take part in competitive sport against other 
schools. 

“They get really excited about it and the 
Sportathon is its own kind of community.” 

Tenilade, aged nine, said: “I think the 
Sportathon is great and a really fun activity! 
I’m really excited because it’s a fun thing to 
do. I like PE and I’m looking forward to the 
athletics.” 

Schoolmate Michael, also nine, added: 
“Football is my best event. I’m a left winger, so 
I’m quite fast. You have a good time competing 
against other schools. It’s exciting.” 

Evergreen Sean Daly led a team of 24 coaches 
from Charlton Athletic’s community scheme, 
running matches for the schools and putting 
on skills sessions as well. Sean said: “Helping 
children compete and enjoy themselves is 
what it’s all about. I’m in my element out with 
the kids and love every minute of it. 

“We also make good contacts with the 
schools, so it’s a perfect event for us. Above all, 
the kids get a taste for competitive sport and 
this is how we find footballers and Olympians 
of the future.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s cabinet member 
for culture and the Olympics, said: “Those 
who doubt the value of the Olympics for 
London should be here this week to see how 
our future generation of athletes love meeting 
and competing. You can see it, and, most of all, 
you can hear it! 

“The Sportathon has grown in strength to 
include every primary school in Greenwich, 
which is a remarkable fact. We are the envy of 
the other Olympic host boroughs which have 
nothing like it. The council always saw this 
first and foremost as a great opportunity for 
young people - and the children this week have 
vindicated that totally. In a few years time 
some of them will be thinking of competing in 
the Olympics.”

David dances to Olympic tune 


DAVID Bolarinwa - the fastest Under 
18 runner in the world last summer - 
is preparing for the European Junior 
Championships in Tallinn, Estonia, on 
July 21-24. 

He’ll be looking for gold after winning 
the bronze medal at the inaugural 
Summer Youth Olympics in Singapore 
last year. 

He told GT: “I achieved a lot last year, 
including an age group world best 
10.39 seconds for the 100 metres, and 
this year I want to achieve a lot more.” 
The Woolwich Poly student, from 
Thamesmead, is also thinking of 
making London 2012, possibly in the 
GB relay squad. He said: “I can see 
myself taking one of the relay spots if 


I can run anything close to 10.1 secs. 
It could even get me a 200m spot, you 
never know.” 

It all started for David, who won’t 
be 18 until October, at the Woolwich 
Poly sports day. “I was always good at 
sports day. I also played football for 
a few years - as a striker, obviously. 
Then my PE teacher told me one day 
that I should give athletics a go. 

“I tried it and found out I was pretty 
decent. I did some training and 
ended up winning the nationals at 
Birmingham when I was 14 or 15. 

I though, wow, I can actually make 
something of myself.” 

His hero, surprisingly, is not Usain 
Bolt. David said: “I reckon Michael 


Johnson in his prime was a lot better 
than Bolt. Bolt has always been great 
but Michael Johnson had to make 
himself great. He’s the one I look up 
to.” 

David was quick to have his say on 
attitudes. “Attitudes are important 
in everything you are doing. I believe 
you will do well if you’ve got the right 
attitude. You won’t achieve anything 
with a bad attitude. 

“Myself, I’m a Christian and if I’m not 
training on a Sunday I’ll be in church 
with my family.” 

He’s also into music and “a lot of 
dancing”. He said: “Oh yeah, I’m a 
good dancer. You want to see me on 
the dance floor!”

BRITAIN’S No. 1 Gemma Gibbons 
is out of action at the moment 
through injury but the British No. 1 is 
determined to make the GB judo team 
for next year’s Olympic Games. 
Gemma, who lives in Charlton and 
is a member of the Metro Judo 
Club that trains at Mycenae House, 
Blackheath, told GT: “Things are okay 
but not great. Four weeks ago I had 
an operation on a tear in my shoulder. 
I’ve got three bolts in there and I’ll be 
off for about four months for it to heal 
properly. 

“It’s disappointing because I was 
doing well in the back end of 2010 
and got to British No. 1. 1 won my first 
Junior World Cup medal, a silver, and 


in December I won a bronze in the 
Korean World Cup event. 

“I was trying to climb up the world 
rankings but the injury has put a stop 
to that. But a positive might be that 
I can use the time to get fit again and 
deal with other niggles too.” 

Gemma, now 24, has been training 
every day at the British Judo 
Performance Institute in Dartford, but 
now goes in for rehab and “strength 
and conditioning”. 

She said: “It’s a setback but I’m still 
going all out for 2012. Definitely!”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Leela's lifelong 
love of laughter 

She's a laughing yoga teacher by day and an actress by night. 
Peter Cordwell talks to Greenwich’s new clown princess... 


THERE’S a 
veritable treat on 
the horizon for 
those of you still 
entranced by the 
silent clowning of Chaplin 
and Co. and the pathos they 
perfected. 

A potentially brilliant 
example of the genre has 
been pencilled in for four 
nights at Greenwich Theatre 
in October - and those who 
caught the work-in-progress 
of Waiting for Stanley during 
the theatre’s emerging artists 
series will surely be back for 
the fully-fledged one-woman 
show. 

Such was the reaction to Leela 
Bunce’s magnetic portrayal 
of the wife waiting (in vain) 
for Stanley to return from the 
Second World War. 

Kneading dough to create 
the swaddlinged child that 
Stanley never saw is just one 
of the ingenious and evocative 
scenes that Leela presents 
from the social history of the 
time that means so much to 
her. 

Leela, now living in her third 
Greenwich flat, told Scene : 
“Stanley started as a short 
cabaret piece for a 1940s theme 
night. I love social history 
because it’s so alive, with real 
people and real stories. 

“It started with the idea of a 
woman waiting at the station 
and went on from there. We 
performed about half of it 
during the emerging artists 
week and we’re going back 
into rehearsals in the next few 
weeks to get the other half 
done. 

“I’m co-devising it with 
my director, Alexander 
Parsonage, who is the artistic 
director of the Finger in the 
Pie company, and we have a 
fantastic puppetry designer 
called Oliver Smart. It’s 
amazing to work with Oli and 
the designer, Fiametta Hovart, 
who have these wonderful 
on-the-spot ideas.” 

Leela is not the first to be

amazed by the positivity she 
found at Greenwich Theatre. 
“They’re so supportive with 
a real ‘Yeah, let’s make it 
happen!’ approach. 

“Stanley is based on true 
stories from veterans and 
research at the Imperial War 
Museum, where we read 
letters, diaries and memoirs. 
There are so many different 
stories, and Alex and I found 
ourselves talking about 
our own grandfathers and 
grandmothers and their 
experiences,” she added. 
History of the period is often 
focused on the men of the 
time, so Leela and Co. decided 
to look at it from a different 


angle. 

“We’re looking at it 
more from the female 
perspective,” she said, 
“and we always come 
back to the central female 
character. 

“The women we spoke 
to said it was great we 
were doing this show 
because they didn’t 
want this time to just 
slip away. The music 
and clothes from the 
period are wonderful 
and they’re coming back 
in a massive vintage 
revival.” 

Tall, slim and eyes 
to compete with 


Hepburn’s, Leela trained as 
a clown and has worked on 
radio and TV, including ITV’s 
Loose Women. Her day job, 
you won’t be surprised to 
hear, is making people laugh. 
She teaches Laughter Yoga 
through ‘Shinetime’ as a way 
of adding pep, vim and verve 
to life. 

In ‘Waiting for Stanley’ she 
captures not only what life 
must have been like for a 
waiting wife but also suggests 
what Stanley might have been 
up to - war hero or Jacques 
the lad. 

“I love the freedom of being 
a clown in the show,” said 
Leela, 30. “I play all the 
characters in it and as a clown 
I can jump from one to the 
another and from different 
times and places, and it’s all 
an extension of me as well 
really. Some of it is really 
powerful and I’m really 
moved.” 

So were we, Leela, and so will 
the audience be in October.

# IT’S been a while 
since we’ve heard 
from ex-Fast Show 
comedian Simon 
Day. 

Hardcore fans may have tuned 
into his recent show on Radio 
4 but most of us remember 
Day for his madcap characters 
including ‘Competitive Dad’, 
‘Dave Angel eco-warrior’ and 
‘Tommy Cockles’. 

Day has now released his 
autobiography Comedy and 
Error and last Saturday (June 
18) he read extracts to an 
audience at Blackheath Halls. 
It’s a candid account of his life 
from schoolboy high jinx to 
drug addiction and everything 
in between. 

With the Lee Road venue only 
half full, Day opened up with 
a comedic reference to the 
show not being sold out. This 
instantly endeared us to this 
very down-to-earth local boy 
who grew up on Blackheath’ s 
Cator Estate. 

It was a played down affair. 

Just the comic on a chair, mic 
in hand and his book with 
notes to separate the relevant 
chapters as he read. He gave a 
humble and charming rendition 
of his memoirs, or as he in his 
funny deadpan manner put it 
“I’m just reading bits out of a 
book. That’s all I’m doing!” This 
unstructured familiar nature 
befitted the evening and man 
perfectly. 

Day grew up in the 70s before 


political correctness and 
innocently recounted his 
youth at Brooklands Primary 
in Blackheath when he spoke 
of his first encounter with 
students from another school 
during a regional cricket 
tournament. 

Hysterical highlights included 
his bedwetting years and 
his parents’ ever-desperate 
attempts to rid him of the 
habit with an alarm-sounding 
blanket! And then there was 
his journey of self-discovery 
in Sydney - which he deftly 
described as “a metropolis that 
seems to have been named 
after a caretaker” - where he 
recounted isolation despite his 
fame at the time of the Fast 
Show.

The comic did not shy away 
from sharing the less glamorous 
details of his troubled life, 
which saw him in and out of 
work, a “one man crime wave” 
and a stint in Borstal. All 


events still afforded numerous 
giggles. 

His ability to recount events 
was matched in his aptitude for 
describing people, not least his 
uncompromising agent Malcolm 
Hardee who was brought off the 
page as a bright and vibrant 
character. This ‘Real King of 
Comedy’ clearly meant a lot to 
him. 

A short question and answer 
session from the audience 
at the end showed a very 
uncomfortable Day who 
obviously just wanted to get off 
the stage and sign his books. 
Unless he is being funny it 
is clear he is awkward in the 
spotlight as himself. 

Day gave an interesting and 
warming account of his past. 

His writing and delivery kept 
the focus of the audience for the 
entire show affecting many a 
laugh from not only those who 
knew him but also those, like 
myself, who were just learning 
more about him. He’s not got 
the trendy sharp wittedness of 
your Michael McIntyres but he 
has a dry, endearing wit. 

From the offset his audience 
heartily chuckled away with 
regular belly laughs but unless 
you are a fan you may not think 
to rush out to buy his book. 
Which is a shame as it promises 
to be a funny and interesting 
read.

Race car champion biopic 


Sen the light 


GOOD docu-movies are 
j like London buses. You 
wait for a long while 
and then two come 
along at the same time. 

First to arrive was the 
exceptional West Indian 
cricketing drama, Fire in 
Babylon, and now hot on its 
heels is Senna, a tribute to, and 
explanation of the Brazilian 
Formula One racing driver’s 
exceptional ability, intriguing 
character and ultimately 
tragically short life. 

Neither the most successful 
driver of his generation (his 
great rival, Alain Prost, won 
four championships] nor in the 
history of the sport (Michael 
Schumacher with seven), it is 
perhaps difficult to understand 
why the three-times world 
champion is held, even today, in 
an esteem bordering on devotion 
by both fans and drivers alike. 

His ability was undoubted - his 
completion (6th place) of the 
1991 Brazilian Grand Prixwith 
only one gear at his disposal 
unparalleled to this day. His 
courage second to none - his 
performance in torrential rain 
at Monaco in 1991 quite superb. 
But the continuing reverence in 
which he is still held in this age 
of superstardom would suggest 
something more profound. And 
of course, his untimely death 
also fuelled the myth of the 
driver. 

The man himself was a 
contradiction in terms. Devoted 
to his family, he was equally 
committed philanthropically, 
giving much of his wealth 
to disadvantaged Brazilian 
children whose desperate 
plight often moved him to tears. 
But on the racetrack he was 
ruthless, in constant conflict 
with teammates and rivals alike, 


“Fie wants to humiliate the 
other drivers”, Prost said of him 
bitterly. But Senna remained 
deeply loved up until and even 
beyond his untimely death 
during the San Marino Grand 
Prix in 1994, steering column 
failure later identified as the 
accident’s cause. The Brazilian 
government declared three days 
of mourning with an estimated 
3 million people lining the 
streets of his hometown, Sao 
Paolo to pay their respects. 
Director Asif Kapadia and writer 
Manish Pardey beautifully weave 
together literally hundreds of 
hours of newsreel and to date 
unseen FI footage together with 
material from the Senna family’s 
archive. Their decision to include 
new voice-over contributions 
from journalists and racing 
professionals alike was inspired 
and makes for an exceptionally 
intriguing backdrop even for 
those of you, like me, new to FI. 
But Senna remains the star, his 
short life a fury of emotion, his 
devotion to his sport as powerful 
as to his god, the intensity of 
the movie enhanced by the 
knowledge of his inevitable fate. 
7/10.
